to it; not ſuch flimſy cobweb Reaſons, as have been offered by tle 
Gentlemen over the Way; which, to confeſs the Truth, were 
not all worth a ſingle Pot of good Porter; but ſuch ſolid and 
ſubſtantial Arguments, as I am convinced muſt neceſſaril 
have their due Weight with every Member of this Aſſembly. 
But before I come to my Point, I will endeavour to remove the 
general Prejudices, which have been entertained againſt the 
Bill, eſpecially by thoſe Gentlemen among: us, who have 
heard the Matter canvaſſed in Leicefler-Fizlds, or who are 
obliged to give their daily Attendance at the Tables of Tories, 
and Patriots. All the Arguments made uſe of in thoſe Places, as 
well as in the other Aſſembly, may be reduced to theſe Two 
The inconvenient Situation of Buckingham, and the Privilege 
which by this Means will be taken from the Judges. As to 
the Firſt, the more inconvenient the Situation is, the worſe 
the Roads are, and the further Buckingham may be from any 
Man's Habitation, whoſe Buſineſs ſhall call him to the Aſſizes, 
the better it muſt needs be for that Perſon. Change of Air, 
and Exerciſe is univerſally allowed to be the beſt Preſerva- 
tive of Health. And if a Man be obliged to ride five Days 
in the Week, inſtead of two, and to lie abroad in two Places 
inſtead of one, will he not be proportionably benefited by it ? 
If his Expences are a little encreaſed by this Means (which is a 
trifling Objection, and can only affect ſome poor Farmers, 
who may be ſubpænaed as Witneſſes, or ſummoned upon a 
Jury) had he not better beſtow his Money in good Eating and 
Drinking, than give it to a Phyſician or an Apothecary ? 
Then again, ſuppoſe the Man leaves at home a Wife, who is 
a Shrew, as it is ten to one if he does not, hei gets three 
Days of Eaſe and Happineſs extraordinary. And this one 
Conſideration would, I am ſure, induce many honeſt Squires, 
to whom I have the Honour to be known, to give their Aſ- 
ſent to the Bill. But, Sir, I have ſtill a more forcible An- 
ſwer to make to all the Objections, which have been urged 
concerning the ill Situation of our County Town. The great 
Y „one of our Burgeſſes, and whoſe Father was a 
Burgeſs before him, a moſt excellent Caſuiſt, and a moſt 
profound Scholar, hath lately difcovered in an old Law 
Book, which was publiſhed many hundred Years ago, that 
Buckingham is as conveniently ſituated, as Ailesbury; or, that 
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whatever you have at Hilesbury, you may find at Buckingham; 
or, in other Words, that whether the Aſſizes be held at 
Ailesbury, or at Buckingham, tis the very ſame Thing. Tis 
well known, that in ancient Times the Laws were all written in 
Latin, and the Words of the Law I ſpeak of are, Quod petis 
hic eft ; eff Ulubris, which hath been interpreted as above. by 
my learned Friend; and which of itſelf is ſufficient to con- 
found all the Cavils of your W—LLEAS and P—TT RRS, &fc. 
But 3dly Sir, I athrm upon very good Grounds, that two or 
three Summers hence, Buckinghamwill be better ſituated than 
any corporate Town in England, or perhaps than any City in 
Europe. For our noble V----T makes ſuch a quick Progreſs, 
that it will not be long, ere he takes it into his Gardens. What 
a grand Figure will it make then ? or who will not rejoice to 
go to the Aſſizes, when they are held at a Place, where he 
may have an Opportunity of ſeeing ſo many fine Sights for 

nothing ; Groves and Walks, and Boats and Bridges, 'and 
| Canals and Pillars, and Temples and Heroes, and Aldermen 
and Kings, and Queens, and Gods and Goddeſſes of all Sorts, 
and of all Nations? if this Advantage were duly conſidered, 
my Maſter and the Brotherhood, inſtead of being inſulted in 

ſuch an outrageous Manner, would have the Thanks of the 
whole County for their Generoſity and Condeſcention. ,” 


It has been often ſaid, and ſtrongly. infiſted on by ſome 
Members to prove the inconvenient: Situation of Buckingham 
for the Purpoſes in the Bill mentioned, that there is no Gaol 
in that Town. But this is ſo far from being an Objection, 
that in my Opinion it is the ſtrongeſt Argument we can pro- 
duce in Favour of the Bill. *Tis well known, that the Gaol- 
Sickneſs is always infectious, and generally. mortal; and we 
have not only Inſtances in our Hiſtory to prove, that. half the 
People attending at an Aſſize, together with the Judges them- 
ſelves, have been carried of by this Diſtemper; but the ſame 
Thing hath happened in our Memory, witneſs the unfortunate 
End of the Lord Chief Baron Pengelly, a few Years ſince at 
Exeter. Nov, Sir, if the Priſoners are obliged to travel a 
Day's Journey, before they are try d, as in the preſent Caſe; 
they will be ſo purified by the ſweet Air on the Road, that 
there will be no Danger of their bringing any Infection with 


them 
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them into Court. And this is a ſufficient Reaſ.n,why a Gaol 
ought not to be ever built in Buckingham, and yet, why the 
Aſſizes ought to be held in that Town in Winter, as well as 


The Objection drawn from the Map, which has been enfore- 
ed with ſo much Vehemence to demonſtarte the inconvenient 
Situation of our County Town, I had almoſt forgot, becauſe 
tis ſo very abſurd. For can any Thing be mote erroncous, 
than a Map? Don't your Map-Makers often put Lions, and 
Bears, and Hottentots, where there ought to be oreat Cities, 
and King's Palaces, and Aſſemblies of fine Gentlemen and 
Ladies? Don't they often make a Sea, where there ſhould be 
dry Land, and Land, where there ſhould be a Sea? For this 
Reaſon ſome of our great Men have never been able to under- 
ſtand the Geography of their own Conntry, even when the 
Map hath been perfectly well coloured, and all the Counties 


properly diſtinguiſhed. 


The 2d Objection, that the fixing the Summer Aſſizes at 
Buckingham takes away a Privilege from the Judges, I do not 
deny, and therefore I propoſe, that a ſuitable Compenſation 
ſhould be made them for this Loſs, by adding 500 J. a Year 
to their reſpective Salaries ; which in our preſent flouriſhing 
Condition, and when we have ſuch a Plenty 6f Money, is a 
meer Trifle. This, I make no Doubt, would Tufhciently con- 
tent them. At leaſt, I can anſwer for a certain good Friend 
of mine, that if you will make him a Judge, he ſhall agree 
to hold the Aſſizes in Luci fer s-Hall for half that Sum. 


| g Having thus, Sir, fully anſwered all the material Objections, 
Which have been offered againſt the Bill, Tedme now to ſhow 
che great Benefit and Advantage, which will accrue to our 
Order, and the whole Footmanty of the County of Bucks, if it 
Thould paſs into a Law. And this Tſhall do by Nineteen Argu- 
ments, every one of which is irrefragable. And firſt it will
